1 of the school were received, On motion 
t was resolved that Mr. Jas. Martin be 
re-engaged for the coming fear at a salary 
of $1200. Meeting adjourned. 


On the 19th December, ten years ago, the 
telegraph office was moved to Edmonton 
from Hay Lakes, 36 miles south east. The 
line was extended from Bogey Plain by the 
people of Kdmonton, who subsevibed the 
necessary funds to pay for the labor, the 
contractor for the government line from 
Fort Pelly, west, giving the wire, brackets, 
and insulators, The first office was across 
the river on Walter’s flat, but it was moved 
to the Hudson's Bay fort the following spring. 
On the 20th December 1879 just ten years 
ayo on last Friday week, the cannibal Indian 
was executed at Fort Saskatchewan for 
killing and eating his family, including his 
mother in law, One boy escaped. Much 
amusement was caused some weeks after 
when the eastern papers arrived containing 
a two column acsount of the hanging, in 
which many extravagant statements were 
made, It first appeared in the Chicago 
Times, which after describing Fort Sasket- 
chewan as being situated seventy miles 
from Edmonton, surrounded by the Horse, 
Snake, Beaver, Moose and Vermillion Hills, 
infested by Indian cutthroats and outlaws 
went onto say that it was pitch dark anc 
blowing afeartul snowstorm at the time seo 
for the execution, 7 a, m., that the Indians 
who had gathered to witness the affair 
burned the trap door to keep themselves 
warm, anda delay of an hour occurred 
while a new one was being made; that 
“Swift Runner,” the condemned, sat at the 
Indians fire, warming himself, during the 
interval, with the rope around hie neck. It 
also said that “Swift Runner” offered to 
save the hanginan further trouble by killing 
himself with a tomahawk; that the hangman 
lost his nerve, and the assembied Indians 
bound the prisoner, gave the signal, and 
“Swift Runner” died without a struggle 
The winter of 1879-80 was very cold, the 
temperature often ranging down about the 
fifties, On the morning of January Lst, 
1880 it was 60° below zero which was colder 
than it has ever been since,

THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

It ismany yearssince the proud boast 
was made, thatthe Queen rules over an 
empire on which the sun never sets. There 
is More reasun for the boast now than when 
it was first made. Pessimists who are con- 
tinually predicting the disintegration of the 
British Empire would have their eyes opencd 

by studying a modern map of the world, 
and take the demensions, and read up the 
histories of those portions marked British 
possessions. They would be surprised to 
find how much of the expansion of the 
Empire has been of comparatively recent 
date. And the limit is not yet reached, In 
the last century which witnessed her great- 
est gains, her conquests were mostly due to 
the military yenius and powers of her 
soldiers at home and abroad. In our day 
we fknow but little of the work going on in 
planting the Red Cross banner in new lands. 
because of the quiet and peaceful way in 
which itis done. It has been the avowed 
policy of the home authorities for some 
years to cease extending the boundaries and 
devote their energies in consolidatiug her 
already immense possessions. But while 
there are now countries being discovered, 
and new avenues of trade opening up, 
British energy and enterprise will go in and 
possess the land for commerce and civiliza- 
tion. It was the determination of Great 
Britain to not allow her African possessions 
to extend beyond the bounds of CapeColony. 
Bot British iissionaries forced their way 
north among the native tribes, to carry to 
them the news of salvation, and they were 
followed by the trader,in ivory and the 
natural products of the country. These 
again were followed by the miner and the 
rancher, who sow in the wonderful fertility 
of the country opportunitics of making 
money, The relations betweea these pew 
comers and the natives had to be regulated, 
and soa high commissioner would be ap- 
pointed, to be succeeded by a protector and 
itwas only a stepfrom a protectorate to 
sovereignty. And so very reluctantly large 
territories were constantly being added to 
the British Crown, 

India aud a large portion of Canada were 
gained by being taken andoceupied by trading 
companies, who in the course of time hend- 
ed over their large preserves to the govern- 
ment toadminister law among the native 
tribes, and in this way the British Kast India 
Company gave to Kngland her Indian 
Empire and the Hudson's Bay Company the 
Northwest of Canada, History is likely to 
repeat itself in this respect in South Africa. 
The British government has yiven a charter, 
granting extensive rights and powers, toa 
trading compeny, over a large areain what 
is known as the Zambesi district of Atrien, 
It iesituated north of Bechuanaland and 
contains an area three times as larwe as the 
United Kingdom, and said to be fabulously 
rich in precious metals, und fertile lands; 
with forests filled with herds of large wame, 
and an ideal climate for Europeans, 
Emigranws will colonize this, and the country 
will in course of time become one of the 
fairest possessions of the wother country,

The government will be unable to subdue 
or to direct, even if it should so desire, the 
spirit of enterprise that has made the British 
people the greatest and most restless 
colonizies the world has ever seen. When 
profits can be gained by trading, and when 
| there isa goodly land to be occupied, tnen 
Englishmen, Scotehmen and Irishmen will 
| go without asking the permission of anyone; 
land ifnone but savage tribes occupy the 
land they chose tosettle inthat land be- 
comes soouer or later British territory. It is 


a moral certainty that those immense 
districts, around the sources of the 
Nile, will be occupied, before 
many decades, with British — tradsrs 


and colonists. The only rival Great Britain 
has nowin Africa, is Germany, aud if the 
latter makes a success in its efforts to 
colonize portions of Africa, it will be the 
first successful effort of the kind in her 
history. Germans do well in English 
colonies, but hitherto have not been shining 
successes in establishing independent ones. 
Nothing better conld be desired in the 
interests, not only ofthe native tribes of 
Africa, butof the civilized world as well, 
than that British ideas aud institutions 
should prevail in Equatorial Africa, The 
destruction of the brutal slave trade now 
carried on by Arab traders in Central \frica, 
can be brought about only by the territory 
in Which it prevails, passing into the hands 
of that nation that has the men, the money 
the arms and the will to completely sup- 
pressit. It would also mean the opening up 
of Afrioa to christian civilization and to 
eommence, The work of the churches now 
earried ou in the Congo valley. would be 
repeated in the Victoria and Albert N’yanza 
districts’ In shortall the benefits that have 
ozcurred to India, Canada, to New Zealand 
and Australia, would be conferred on Central 
Atrica by it passing into the hands of the 
British vation. There is bué little fear of 
the British Kmpire breaking up, as prophesi- 
ed by some, so long as it is coutinually 
adding to its possessions the fairest parts ot 
the earths surface. It is larger and stronger 
to-day than when the American Revolution 
bereft it of halta Continent, and if the rest of 
North America would cut loose frou tie 
olt land, and = start out on a career 
of its own it would not be a deathbiow to 
Great Britain, for so long as there is any 
part of the earth unsettledand unoceupied by 
civilized people, the expansion of the British 
E.wipire will goon, And while some of her 
older colonies may drop like ripe fruit from 
the parent stem, it will be to take root aud 
form thew nations; modelled after the best to 
be found in the institutions of the old coun 
try, while the mother laud with encryy 
unabated, will go on making uew conquests 
and planting obher colomes, until she will 
mnere than justify ber right to be called the 
mother of nations.

Even when it comes in 
so direct a manner from so unimpeachable a 
source. We find it very hard to give full 
credence to ceremonics which seem more 
befitting EastIndian thugyism than Ameri- 
ean civilization. But the eard facts remain 
in spite of scepticism: they are crystallized 
around the decision of Judge Anderson. 
That decision refuses the sacred rights of 
citizenship tothe adherents of as» called 
eharch which imposes such disioy al aud 
murderous obligations npon its oy iscrs. 
We should be very loath, indeed, t) be the 
means of stirring up unjust or acediess 
suspicion against a body of immigrants 
seeking citizenship in Canada. But the logic 
of facts is irresistible, and carries with it 
duties which the journalist cannot honestly 
shun. Lf. as has been stated, itis proposed 
to have an Endowment House in the 
Mormon settlement now being formed in the 
Morthwest, it is imperative that these facts 
should be pondered well by our authorities 
and such means taken as shall be effective 
to prevent the granting of Canadian citizen- 
ship to anyone pledged to implicit obedience 
toachurch which imposes sueh oaths and 
inculcates such morals.—Toronto Week.
